To the proposal that shares in 
the Saar mines to be issued to dam- 
aged French concerns, the reply 
asserts such shares, “situated in 
German territory and subiect 
German exploitation, would be of 
doubtful value to French holders 
and would create confusion of 
French and German interests.”

SUFFRAGE AMENDMENT 
SOON UP IN SENATE. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 1 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—The 
national woman suffrage amend- 
ment, which passed the Houce last 
week, will be called up and proba- 
bly adopted by the Senate within 
a few days, possibly tomorrow, and 
suffragists predict will be ratified in 
less than a year's time. 

The vote in the House and the 
poll of the Senate shows that no 
State in the Union has a Congres- 
sional delegation solidly against suf- 
trage, according to a statement is- 
sued tonight by the National Wom- 
an's party. 

In the twenty-two States west of 
t Mississippi, excluding Texas and 
THuisiana, only one vote was cast 
against the amendment. In the 
northwest, lying east of the Missis- 
sippi and comprising Wisconsin, Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Ohio and Michigan, 
only five votes were against the 
amendment. The only string op- 
position, outside of the South, was 


encountered in Pennsylvania and 
Massachusetts. 
Congressional delegations from 


twenty-six States Voted unanimous- 
ly in the House for the amendment, 
thirteen States gave large favorable 
majorities, two were tied, two, as 
compared with five a year ago, were 
unanimous against, and five gave 
unfavorable majorities. 

Of the newly-elected members to 
Congress sixty-five of the seventy- 
one Republicans supported the 
amendment and thirty-seven of the 
forty-five new Democrats. Fifteen 
other members, six Republicans and 
eight Democrats, formerly opposed, 
changed their positions, 

On the strength of this evidence 
of support, added to the fact that 
women hold full or part suffrage in 
twenty-eight States, leaders of the 
National Woman's party claim that 
ratification will require less than a 
year. .

Mines Bureau Report Shows 
Serious Situation. 


British Interests Seeking 
Mexican Monopoly. 


[EXCLUSTVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, May 25.—What 
is regarded as a serious situation in 
connection with the supply of pe- 
troleum is disclosed in a report of 
the Bureau of Mines, which has 
‘just been transmitted to the House 
Committee on Appropriations, by 
Secretary of the Treasury rc 
The bureau asks for an appropria- 
tion of $50,000 at- once, to be used 
in an investigation looking. to the 
conservation of petroleum and na- 
tural gas. The disclosures in this 
report, in connection with informa- 
tion in possession of the govern- 
ment that British and other foreign 
countries, but chiefly British inter- 
ests, are laying the groundwork for 
a monopoly of the Mexican petro- 
leum supply, through investments 
and otherwise, may lead Congress 
to take up the matter und enact 
legislation to meet a situation 
which department officials say may 
become acute in the near future. 
In the report referred to, it is 
stated that the consumption of pe- 
troleum is increasing far more rap- 
idiy than is domestic production, 
and that in 1918 the United States 
had to import 39,000,000 barrels of 
oil from foreign countries, while 
27,000,000 barrele were withdrawn 
from reserve stocks. It is stated 
that the Bureau of Mines is in pos- 
session of detailed information 
which it has gathered, showing

knows, and that in the not far dis- 
tant future we may be able to pro- 
duce only enough petroleum to sup- 
ply gasoline and lubricating ofis 
alone. The United States, it is de- 
clared, may soon become dependent 
on foreign countries for its ofl sup- 
ply. and we are doing nothing 
meet the situation.

“Third, investigations of the Bu- 
reau of Mines, of the Fuel Adminis- 
tration and of other bodies have dis- 
closed that the known oil reserves 
of the United States are not re- 
ceiving adequate protection and are 
being wasted through t 
methods in production, refining and 
utilization of the oil.” 

The report says that the Fuel Ad- 
ministration has made an investiga- 
tion which shows that in 1917, in 
the exploitation of petroleum and 
natural gas in the United States, the 
total wastes in oil and gas amounted 
to $2,000,000,000.

The first man “killed in action” in 
the Civil War isn’t dead at all. He is 
very much alive and is working every 
dax in the inquiry section of the At- 
lanta (Ga.) postoffice.

“We are having no trouble now 
in placing all the returned soldiers 
who are seeking employment,” he 
said. The fact is, few of them are 
hunting for work. Shortly after the 
signing of the armistice we were re- 
ceiving, on the cards we sent to the 
men from this section requests for 
jobs, with two or three preferences 
marked. Now these cards are coynin 
back, some of them from France! 
with the notation across their face: 
Don't need any help in get a 
Job; or ‘Have a job waiting for 
me.’ 

Most of the men who are now re- 
turning had worked themselves into 
business somewhere or were skilled‘ 
in some trade. The man who has a 
regular trade or occupation is never 
long out of a job. It was the high 
schoojestudents and graduates, dis- 
cha d from the officers’ training 
camps shortly after the armistice 
was signed, who presented the prob- 
lems. Few of these Had ever had 
practical experience of any sort, and 
vet they expected to get desirable 
employment at good wages. 

“Returning soldiers are being ab- 
sorbed by the labor market as fast as 
22 get back. For instance, during 

recent week, we had applications 
in this office for 88 soldiers for jobs, 
and placed 32 of them. The week 
before that we had 37 applications 
and placed all of them, besides four 
others from the preceding week. 
That, I believe, represents ghe gen- 
eral labor situation as well.” 

The absence of war industries in 
this section «and the fact that 
women are giving up their’ wartime 
jobs to returning soldiergeare be- 
lieved by Mr. Hunter to be respons- 
ible in part for the lack of à surplus 
of labor here. 

While there is a big demand for 
mine labor from the Coeur d’Alene 
district in Idaho that cannot be sup- 
plied, Mr. Hunter said this is due to 
the low wages being offere®. When 
common labor receives $4 a day for 
outside work, men will not work in 
the mines for $4.25 a day, he said.

LEAPS TO DEATH AS 
MAIL PLANE BURNS.

CLEVELAND, May 25.—., 
Hundreds of persons saw 
Frank McCusker of New 
York, pilot of a mail air- 
plane, leap 200 feet to his 
death from a burning ma- 
chine here today.

The explanation given is that the 
men who left, foreseeing a cut in 
the mine forces, or who were dis- 
charged, all had been earning high 
wages throughout the war period, 
now are taking vacations, 
either at the Coast or elsewhere be- 
yond the boundaries of Arizona. 

COPPER AND COTTON SHORT. 


The copper companies, it is said, 
which are estimated to represent 


sessed valuation of the State, grad- 
ually are becoming readjusted to 
postwar conditions. The pendulum 
of employment, which swung to the 
extreme minimum with the signing 
of the armistice, ig stated to be 
slowly coming back, and this, in 
part, is held responsible for the de- 
mand for skilled help. Of com- 
mon labor there is reported to be 
a supply equal to, if not greater, 
than the demand. 
In the cotton flelds of the Salt 
River Valley, where a crop conserv- 
atively estimated at $14,000,000, is 
said to have been raised last sea- 
son. a grave labor shortage is de- 
clared to be in prospect when the 
demand reaches its peak, next Sep- 
tember. For this condition, a cu- 
rious explanation is given. 
Heretofore Arizona cotton fields 
have drawn heavily on Texas for 
labor, and have been fairly well 
supplied from that State, particu- 


Jlarly when a drought cut down the 


demand there. This year, however, 
Texas is said to be expecting to gar- 
ner a bumper cotton crop, and it 
is feared that the Lone Star State, 
not only will use its own hands, but 
reach into Arizona for more. 

The statement has been made by 
men closely identified with the Salt 
River Valley cotton industw. un- 
less conditions change, next Septem- 
ber will find the cotton fields facing 
a shortage of labor running from 


13000 hands upward. 


ALL BRANCHES NEED MEN. 
In every other branch of agricul- 
ture the same thing is found, and 
farmers daily are calling in vain 
on the government and other em- 
ployment bureaus for help. 

In the northern portion of the 
State, the seat of Arizona’s lumber 
industry, there is reported a steady 
demand for help, which is meeting 
with a fair supply. ; 

The building trades, electricians, 
engineers and other branches of 
skilled labor all tell of fair condi- 
tions with considerable work on 
hard and more in prospect. 

dAvinig costs throughout the State 
are asserted to be 75 per cent. high- 
er than before the outbreak of hos- 
tilities in Europe. Figures taken 
from a survey in July, 1918, show 
that at that time the necessities of 
life had jumped 62% to 65 per cent.

July, 1918, they are said to have

TWO INJURED AS 
PLANE PLUNGES. 


“Stunts” at De Mille Field 
End in Disaster. 


Mechanician may Die; Driver 
| is Severely Hurt. 


Try Second Nose Dive When 
Too Near the Ground. 


As the result of falling about 100 
feet in an airplane, yesterday after- 
noon, Charlie Mathews, 21 years of 
age, of the Harbor District, and Earl 
W. Clark, 24, of 1615 South Hobart 
street, are at the Good Samaritan 
Hospital, where, it is said, Mathews 
may die as a result of his injuries. 

The accident occurred at De Mille 
Field, No, 2, at Wilshire and Cres- 
cent streets, Hollywood, at about 
2:30 o'clock. The young men are 
both students at the De Mille school 
of aviation. Earl Clark was driv- 
ing the airplane when the accidént 
occurred; Mathews, a mechanigian, 
was riding in the front seat. 

According to eyewitnesses, the 
young men were about 700 feet in 
the air, doing “stunts.” Dr. E. P. 
Hilliker said the plane was making 


a nose dive and dipping in fine 
shape, until the machine came 
within about 100 feet of the ground, 
when the pilot acted as if he was 
about to land. Another nose dive 
was attempted, it is said, but the 
machine Was too low and the nose 
of the airplane was rammed into the 
ground. 

Charlie Mathews sustained a 
probable basal fracture of the skull, 
his left elbow was badly crushed, 
his nose was broken, and he was 
otherwise severely hurt. 

Harl Clark received a severe cut 
over the left eye and numerous 
abrasions on his body. 

The machine is almost a total 
wreck. 

Dr. Hilliker gave first ald and the 
men were taken to the Emergency 
Hospital and thence to the Good 
Samaritan Hospital. 

Both the injured men are former 
soldiers and were in the aviation 
section of the army, it is said.

“DRYS” ATTACK PRESIDENT. 


Declaring that President Wilsons 
message to Congress in regard to 
the manufacture of beer and wine 
is a violation of the spirit of the 
Constitution, nearly 3000 people as-

BAKERSFIELD, May 23.—Future 
oll development in many of the Cali- 
fornia fields depends largely upon 
what action Congress will take at 
its present session upon legislation 
now before that body, the big opera- 
tors say. 

Although the House Public Lands 
Committee has introduced a bill 
based on the late conference report, 
with certain changes, Representa- 
tive Scott Ferris has. introduced the 
report itself as a bill, and the senti- 
ment among those who e fought 
for the opening up of the public do- 
main and giving Californians relief 
seems greatly to favor the latter.

Seventy-five feet and twenty-five 


words, more or less, yesterday 
turned a revival meeting into a 
young riot, and helped bring J. C. 
Amtry, an evangelist, and three 
others, to the City Jail. The affair 
began with a mild discussion be- 
tween Patrolman R. De Brown and 
Amtry, and ended in a riot call be- 
ing sent to the Central Station. 

According to Brown, he was pa- 
troling Los Angeles street, between 
First and Second, when he noticed 
Amtry addressing a large crowd, 
with another revival meeting less 
than seventy-five feet away, the dis- 
tance prescribed by the city ordi- 
mance. After asking Amtry, who 
was the first speaker to start his 
meeting, and learnin that the 
other preacher was first one, 
Brown ordered Amtry to move, he 
declared.
